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WESTERN ELECTRIC: We’re Part of the Bell System . . . 


The story of the invention of the telephone begins officially on the night of March 10, 1876: "Mr. Wat¬ 
son, come here; I want to see you!" These historic words, the first sentence ever transmitted over an 
electric telephone, were uttered by Alexander Graham Bell when he accidentally spilled acid on his 
clothes. The acid was part of the transmission apparatus, called the "Liquid Telephone"; the receiver 
was a tuned reed.
